THE HERMITE SYSTEM OF 
TREATING SEWAGE. 


A correspondent writes to Indian En- 
gineering 8 follows ou the Hermite system 
of treating sewage :— ‘ 


Considerable interest has been manifested 
in England in the application of the 
Hermite system of olcotrolyaing sea water. 
to the sanitation of towns. Te ater 
has been experimentally tested at Worth- 
ing, but ouly ou # small ecale, Dr Kelly, 
the medical officer of health for Worthing, 
recontly isgaed an unfavourable report of 
the results with the Hermite method in 
that town. It eppears, howaver, that 
thid report was premaiares and the Town 
Council of Worthing did not adoptit. Dr 
Kelly's conclusions were, moreoyer, entirely 
opposite to those of N. A, Piton, wha 
reported 'favonrably on the Rarmite aystem 
to the Muuisipal Council of Brest, An- 
other report on the recent experiments at 
Worthing bas now been Issued, dealing 
with both the chemioal and bacteriological 
sides ofthe question, _Thia document is 
Jong and. of considerable importance. It
